OPINION IN 
CHERRY CASE 


The Adams County court to­ 
day decided that the C. H. Mus- 
selman Co. did not enter into an 
agreement with the Great Lakes 
Cherry Producers Marketing Co­ 
operative, Inc., in the summer of 
1959 for the purchase of sour 
cherries. 
At Hie same time the court held 
that the Biglerville concern may 
not have plaid 13 growers as much 
as it promised for the cherries 
they delivered to it. 
In an opinion handed down in 
preliminary 
objections 
to 
the 
pontiffs complaint in the as­ 
sumpsit action brought by Great 
Lakes and 
13 county growers 
against Musselman’s, the court 
held: 
NO CONTRACT 
That all of the negotiations be­ 
tween Great Lakes and Mussel- 
man did not add up to a con­ 
tract. 
That when Musselman’s sent 
out a letter to growers stating 
the price, the letter apparently 
contained an ambiguity and “the 
schedule was prepared by Mus- 
selman and if there is any am­ 
biguity it must be resolved against 
it.” 
At the conclusion of the 14-page 
opinion, the court held that the 
objections entered against Great

Foods needed for good health 
fall into four groups 
T he m eat 
group includes m eat, poultry, fish, 
eggs, peanut butter, d ry beam 
and peas; eat at least tw o servings 
daily.

Use at 
least 2 to 4 servings each day, 
either in beverage form or in 
cooking. In the fruit and vegetable 
group, one food rich in vitam in 
C is needed every day and one 
food rich in vitamin A in needed 
every other day.
